Claim 141 and claims 142-144 through their dependence recites "wherein the 
nucleic acid is attached to the particle" and depend from claim 131 . Claim 131 recites "a 
particle comprising a nucleic acid covalently attached to a luminescent polymer". This 
combination of recitations makes it unclear as to what is attached to what. 

Appropriate clarification is required.
